A lawyer by profession, he is at 
the present time, an assistant to 
the United States Secretary of 
Defense, Charles Wilson. 

Approximately 100 guests will 
be on the stage of the auditorium 
during the dedication ceremonjes. 
Judge Frank A. Picard is the mas- 
ter of ceremonies; and the offi- 
cial moment will arrive when Dr. 
Raymond Hart, president of the 
Board of Education, accepts the 
plans for the school building as 
presented by the architects. 
Appreciation for the building on 
behalf of the students will be 
expressed by Nancy Sheets, and 
the A cappella Choir will sing 
two numbers. 

Among the guests at the program 
will be: the present and former 
members of the school board and 
their wives, individuals who 
worked on the campaign for the 
new schoo], and Wayne Garchow, 
senior class president. They 
wil] meet in East Hall and be 
received by the school adminis 
tration and their wives and hus- 
bands preceeding the program. 

The gym will be open in case 
the auditorium becomes filled, 
and the overflow will be able to 
listen to the program over the 
public address system. A tour of 
the building will be conducted 
afterward for those interested.

The Trojan J.V. team lost one 
of their closest games of the sea- 
son when they played Flint Cen- 
tral. The game was played at 
Flint on November 4. 

Central had control of the ball 
during most of the first quarter, 
and then finally went all the way 
for a touchdown and an early 6-0 
lead over Saginaw. 

Then our boys began to come 
back. They started a 77 yard 
drive with a 23 yard run around 
end by Bill Halliday. Bob Watters 
also punched out two first downs 
for Coach Ken Gray’s boys during 
this drive. Then from two yards 
out, Moe Cramton drove over for 
the tieing score, completed the 
extra point, and sent Saginaw 
High out ahead with a slim 7-6 
lead. 

Later in the second quarter, 
after receiving a punt from Flint 
Central, 
began to pile up yardagą . With 
some six alternating plays by Lee 
Lowery, Watters, and Cramton, 33 
more yards were knocked off. Then 
with the ball on Central’s 37 
yard line, quarter back Bill 
Frost called out a pass; and Bill 
Halliday pitched one twenty yards 
to Phil Lagalo, who covered the 
distance for the second Saginaw 
T.D. The extra point was made on 
a pass from Frost to Halliday. 
At the end of the half, Saginaw 
led 14-6. 

The third quarter remained sc- 
oreless, but Central again gained 
control of the ball in the fourth 
quarter and pushed two T.D.’s thr- 
ough the Saginaw defense, The 
score at the end of the game was 
Flint Central 19, Saginaw High 14.
